with even the latest type of head lamps would not, we feel, insist that perfection 


had been reached; neither, for matter of that. would head lamp manufacturers 
i xcell spread of light and a 


Modern block pattern lensed lamps provide an excellent 
agreeable intensity for a considerable distance ahead of a car. If the driver obey 
the Highway Code and drives strictly within the limits of his head lamps then hi 
reward is satisfaction while the line of the road remains straight and level. Varia 
tion frorn this desirable state of affairs occurs in two ways. Roads go round corners 
and gradients interfere with level progress, and while drastic examples of either 
conformation deserve and have warning signs, it would be undesirable to add to 
their number by attempting to signpost every deviation in a straight road 

The inability of lights to “ show round corners” is intrinsic, and to cope with thi 
shortcoming must remain an accepted test of driving skill; Beam spread is of some 
assistance, but such assistance is sharply limited. Changes of road slope, how 
ever, are a little less recalcitrant, and it is in this context that the sharp horizontal 
cut-off of most modern lamps in their undipped position can be deprecated. Pre 
sumably this cut-off is an incvitable accompaniment of the anti-dazzle virtues of 
modern lighting in the dipped position, but the result is that, on a downward slope 
followed by a level stretch or an upward slope, the driver sees much less far ahead 
than he could if upward light from his lamps were less sharply restricted. More 
over, the farther ahead a driver can see at any time, the sooner he becomes aware 
of curves and gradients demanding a reduction of the normal “ straight road ” speed 

The almost identical design of both front lamps seems unnecessarily rigid in this 
context, and we are reminded of a view once put forward by an expert in vehicle 
lighting that the ideal lighting might well be a pencil beam from one lamp and a 
fan-shaped light from the other, with the pencil 1 extinguishable for anti-dazzle

It is important, however, not to throw 
away the existing British legal type 
without thinking carefully, and the 
Ministerial reply in question was that 
on present evidence there were no 
grounds for the suggestion of the ques- 
tioner that winkers were to be pre- 
ferred to semaphores. Another Mem- 
ber doubted whether scientific evidence 
had given rise to this view, but was 
assured that it had. There were a 
“large number of technical objections.” 

The 1949 draft convention of the 
World Touring and Automobile Organ- 
ization recommended arms and 
winkers, and criticized (as does this 
journal) the lack of international agree- 
ment on the subject. The organiza- 
tion also points out that mechanical 
indicators are vastly preferable to hand 
wagging, and how heartily I agree.

It is quite lively, and the 
engine is pleasantly flexible, although it must be admitted 
that at the top end of the speed range there is a definite 
impression that parts of the little engine are moving very 
quickly; also, on the particular car tested, there appeared 
to be slight transmission vibration. 

To assist performance a four-speed gear box is fitted, with 
synchromesh on top, third and second. The first gear ratio, 
which is 21.03 to 1, provides a real emergency low gear to 
cater for steep hills when the car is in the fully laden condi- 


that must go inside it. A designer is faced with a difficult 
problem in connection with the variation in passenger weight 
from, say, the one-up to the fully laden condition, since 
this load becomes a much greater percentage of the total 
car weight than would apply if the car weight were relatively 
high. Also, the unsprung weight must be reduced to a mini- 
mum to obtain a favourable ratio between sprung and 
unsprung mass. On the Austin Seven a satisfactory 
compromise has been reached. To reduce the unsprung 
mass, 13in diameter wheels have been fitted and the suspen- 
sion has been so arranged that the car is stable and comfort- 
able in both the one-up and the fully laden condition. This 
in itself, with a small car, is no mean feat, and the Austin rides 
well over all normal types of road surface; in addition there 
is commendably little roll on corners.

The interior trim is, as one would expect in a car of this 
type, by way of being austere, though by no means stark, and 
it is interesting to note that rubber is used as a covering 
for the grips of such items as inside door handles and door 
pulls, instead of chromium plate.

OME of this country’s outstanding 
producers of cars have a very close 
connection with the aircraft in 

dustry. As a result the extreme limits of 
accuracy and standards of reliability re 
quired of aircraft will also instil into the 
road vehicle that extra something in these 
directions. The Armstrong Siddeley com 
pany is just such a firm and the latest 
car produced by them is called the 
Sapphire, a name already famous in the 
aircraft world, in which it signifies a very 
fine engine. The Sapphire saloon is a 
completely new model powered by a 3.4- 
litre overhead-valve engine. It is a very 
smart four-door four-light saloon body 
and the transmission is by means of an 
electrically controlled preselector gear box 

In the design of the engine the com- 
pany has endeavoured to produce a unit 
of high performance, yet one with the 
minimum number of working parts, as 
well as one that is simple to produce. 
It is well known that the hemispherical 
combustion chamber is a very popular 
choice if high power outputs are required, 
but in order to operate the valve gear 
with such an arrangement it is often 
necessary to use either two camshafts or 
a single camshaft and multiple push rods 
and levers. The first of these alternatives 
is often used if cost is a secondary con- 
sideration; the second is sometimes found 
when a high-performance engine has been 
developed from an o.h.v. unit with an 
orthodox arrangement of push rods, 
rockers, and vertical valves. However, 
on the Armstrong Siddeley engine neither 
of these methods is adopted, yet the 
engine has hemispherical combustion

chambers, inclined valves, only one cam- 
shaft, and one push rod per valve. In 
order to produce this layout the single 
side camshaft is mounted high up in the 
cylinder block so that the short push rods 
can operate the valves by means of 
rockers which are mounted on two rocker 
shafts (one for the inlet and one for the 
exhaust valves). 

With this arrangement it is necessary 
to have a difference in length between 
the inlet and exhaust rods, but this is 
compensated for by arranging the longer 
rods to operate the smaller valves. The 
short push rods operate the large- 
diameter inlet valves, while the long rods 
operate the exhaust valves; in this way 
the difference in weight is reduced to a 
minimum. The push rods are unusual in 
that they are cupped at both ends, and 
not ball-ended at the lower end, as is 


THE AUTOCAR, 


usual. A similar effect is produced by 
placing a steel ball between the push rod 
and the tappet, which has the advantage 
of reducing wear, as the ball is free to 
rotate. 

Those who are familiar with the pre- 
vious post-war Armstrong Siddeley car 
engines will notice that wet cylinder liners 
are not used on the Sapphire. Although 
the wet cylinder liner arrangement is per- 
fectly satisfactory, and enables iron with 
a high chromium content to be used for 
the bores only, while the other part of 
the block may be ordinary good-quality 
close-grain iron, there are other factors 
which enter into the adoption or other- 
wise of this arrangement.

The clutch has a single split plate 
and is centrifugally engaged, the drive being trans- 
mitted through a four-speed epicyclic gear box, band 
selection being by means of five solenoids. 








If wet liners are used the cylinder block 
may require additional ribbing to take 
the place of the built-in stiffness that is 
produced if the bores are cast in one with 
the block. This, of course, is by no 
means an impossibility, but it tends to 
make the composite block heavier. On 
the Sapphire, then, the cylinder bores are 
cast in one with the block, but to reduce 
bore wear the top piston rings are 
chromium plated. 


Carbon Steel Crank 


The crankshaft is forged from carbon 
steel. It is of massive construction with 
balance weights between Nos. | and 2, 
3 and 4, and 5 and 6 cylinders. The 
main bearings are 2jin diameter and 1}in 
long for Nos. 1, 2 and 3, while the rear 
main bearing, which also takes the thrust, 
is 2jin diameter and ljin long. A return 
thread and oil thrower is machined on the 
rear end of the shaft, while at the front 
end a normal type of oil seal is fitted in 
the timing cover. Both main and big- 
end bearings are precision steel-backed, 
while the connecting rods themselves are 
forged from carbon steel, with big-ends 
split at an angle. The bearing cap loca- 
tion is by spigot bushes, the two halves 
being held together by set bolts. Hollow 
fully floating gudgeon pins located by 
circlips support the pistons, which carry 
two compression and one oil control ring. 

The crank extends well below 
the crankshaft centre line, and, apart 
from increasing the rigidity of the struc- 
ture, this arrangement also permits a com- 
pletely flat sump joint base. Two 
baffle-plates are fitted to the pressed steel 
sump; there is also a top plate, which 
is attached to the crankcase before the 
sump is assembled and prevents oil 
from splashing on the rotating parts. The 
Holborn Heaton oil pump is gear driven 
from the camshaft and is fed through a 
floating filter. Oil under pressure from 
the pump passes up to a pressure cham-

The Salon is the first one since the war 
at which the buyer has really come into 
his own. There are still delivery delays 
ranging from a few weeks to nearly a 
year for the most popular models, but 
prices are dropping, and manufacturers 
are beginning to tempt the customer by 
introducing a wider choice of body styles. 
Some of the most expensive cars have 
been considerably reduced in price and, 
just before the Show opened, reductions 
were announced by Renault, Peugeot and 
Simca on popular models, which led to 
hopeful talk in some of the newspapers of 
an approaching price war. y one 
French model now commands a premium 
second-hand; this is the smallest and 
cheapest popular model, the 2 c.v. Citroen, 
deliveries of which still lag far behind 
demand despite steadily increasing pro- 
duction. A second-hand 1952 model will 
fetch £400, whereas the list price is £342. 

The outstanding innovation by a major 
French manufacturer is the presentation 
of a redesigned V8 model, the Vedette 53, 
by the French Ford factory. When intro- 
duced as a new model soon after the war, 
the Vedette had rather more than its share 
of teething troubles, but Ford have 
demonstrated their confidence in the re- 
vised version by announcing that it will 
be sold with a guarantee extending for 
30,000 miles or 12 months, including 
both materials and labour. It has long 
been a source of irritation to car owners 
to find that a defective part replaced free 
under guarantee may involve them in a 
bill of several pounds for labour and the

Also exhibited is the 
flat-twelve Panhard air-cooled engine now 
in production for armoured cars. This 
is a unit of six litres, giving 196 b.h.p. for 
a weight of only 772 Ib, including clutch, 
and it derives much inspiration from the 
design of the little car engine, although 
the valve gear has a more conventional 
push rod layout and both inlet and ex- 
haust manifolds are grouped on the 
underside. Development work on the 
Kreis automatic gear box continues; mean- 
while synchromesh has been fitted on the

Germany’s Porsche also has a prominent 
position, backed by an impressive list of 
recent Competition successes, and opposite 
to it is an attractive Anglo-Swiss innova- 
tion, a rakish sports coupé by Ghia of 
Aigle on the Singer SM 1500 chassis, a 
heartening example of the new approach 
to coachwork design which is indispen- 
able if this British chassis is to offer serious 
opposition to Porsche in international 
competitions. 

Outstanding among Italy’s high-speed 
cars is an entirely new Ferrari chassis, the 
Type 250 Sport, with 3-litre V-twelve 
engine having three four-choke down- 
draught carburetrors. It is notable for a very
